MARION  MEETING 
RETROSPECT

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  recent  NSCA,  Inc. 
meeting  held  at  Marion,  IL.  I  have  been  attending  NSCA  meetings  for  over  10 
years  and  have  attended  many  great  meetings.  However,  this  meeting  was  the 
best  I  have  ever  attended  from  many  standpoints.  The  organizational  plan 
utilized  by  Mark  and  Elesa  Ballard,  and  their  assistants,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Don  Jones 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  R.  Tippy,  was  superb.  Their  plan  was  so  good  that  I  have 
written  special  guide  lines  for  organizing  NSCA,  Inc.  meetings  based  upon  the 
plan  and  outline  developed  by  Mark  and  Elesa.  In  my  opinion,  if  one  follows 
these  guidelines,  a  great  meeting  will  be  assured.

On  May  27,  1995,  I  received  a  telephone  call  from  Mr.  Dave  Whisman,  Vice- 
President.  Dave  called  to  report  a  hoard  of  previously  high  rated,  and  very 
scarce,  coal  company  scrip  used  by  the  Goose  Creek  Coal  Mining  Co.,  Garrett, 
Ky.,  that  had  just  surfaced.  According  to  his  information,  over  2,000  tokens,  to 
include  150  complete  sets  were  offered  to  him  by  a  local  flea  market  dealer.  It 
appears,  according  to  the  information  made  available  to  Dave,  that  the  old  office 
building  for  the  Goose  Creek  Mining  Co.  had  been  sold  and  during  the  process  of 
demolition,  the  scrip  was  discovered.
